More than IOO memorial trees 
are located on tfroperty and ap­ 
proximately 400 to 500 trees are 
growing in a nursery on the pro­ 
perty, according to Zaner. Several 
years ago, he said.

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BLOOD BATH IN 
INDIA AVERTED 
BY SURRENDER 


B y DEWITT M AC K E N Z I E 
(Ar Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
Surrender by the Milano of Hy­ 
derabad to the invading forces from 
the dominion of India may wed have 
saved the Indian subcontinent such 
a bloodbath as that troubled land 
never before had experienced. 
Certainly a continuation of the 
short-lived conflict threatened 
to 
precipitate wide-spread communal 
fighting which might have run the 
length and breadth of the great 
peninsula. It was the old. old story 
of Hindu versus Moslem—a story 
which has been written in blood for 
generation*. 
More than three-quarters of Hy­ 
derabad's population of 
16,000,000 
are Hindus, whereas Hts Exalted 
Highness. the Nizam, is a Moslem 
The dominion of India is chiefly 
Hindu and the troops sent into Hy­ 
derabad were Hindu. The rival do­ 
minion of Pakistan, winch is mainly 
Moslem, has been watching the in­ 
vasion with a Jaundiced eye, and 


many of its people liave been calling; 
for reprisals against the Hindus. 
There has been enough dynamite 
in the situation to blow up the whole 
peninsula. 
Bo the surrender Is a Godsend. 
However It presents the dominion 
of India with some stiff problems, 
chief of which is what shall be done 
with the Nizam His Exalted High­ 
ness is the most powerful and rich­ 
est of all the hundreds of Indian 
princes- said to be the richest man 
i in the world, for that matter, with 
a fortune running into many bil­ 
lions of dollars. His family has rul­ 
ed Hyderabad since 1712, when the 
dynasty was founded. 
Moreover the disposition of the 
huge state itself is in question—a 
delicate matter to handle In view of 
' inflamed feeling. 
Thus far there has been no indi­ 
cation that the dominion doesn t in­ 
tend lo conduct a plebiscite in Hy­ 
derabad to see what the people wish. 
Naturally one would expect that 
such a big Hindu majority would 
vote to Join the Hindu dominion. 
Whether the dominion also will leave 
the question of the ruler to the peo­ 
ple remains to be seen. There is 
some speculation that the Nizam 
might be forced to abdicate^nd that 
his son. Prince Berar, might become 
head of state.
